If the Herrman lease had gone into 
effect, the money received by the eiuli, 
.$.■>, (Mill ;i year for lit I years, taxes, water 
rent <uid insurance paid and $2.">,IHI(| ;- 
year for three years spent in improve 
meats, would have squared up all in 
debtedness and created a surplus. This 
lease, however, was objected to by the 
majority stockholders as being for too 
long a term and later by otheis, who 
received an opinion th<it it was not in 
keeping with the charter, which states 
plainly that the club was formed as a 
nun-profit organization for social pur- 
poses and the improvement of horse 
breeding through contests of speed. The 
latter feature was also brought forward 
at the new Directors' meeting that 
planned to lease the track for automo- 
bile racing on holidays throughout the 
year, but weie warned by a representa- 
tive of John P. K. Weott, who wos 
elected Director in the new organiza- 
tion, that anything on that order would 
be objected to by injunction is neces- 
sary. 

In the meantime, <". \V. Merkle, who 
has been in charge of the clubhouse 
and grounds for a number of years and 
at piesent holds a lease from both sides, 
is keeping the trork in fair shape for 
training purposes, but before any kind 
of a race meeting could be held it 
would be necessary to spend considera- 
ble money in repairing fences, stables, 
grandstand and clubhouse.
